Apropos of a Stockton case, where- , 
in am unsuccessful effort was made to 
empanel a jury composed entirely 
of women, Attorney Charles Light of 
that city, is in receipt 07 an opinion 
from Attorney General U. S. Webb, 
upholding the action of District At- 


.torney E. P. Foltz. 


The state official rules that wo- 
men shonld not be subject to jury 
duty, declaring that ‘‘the amendpoent 
‘to. 6the: state constitution granting 
the elective franchise to women dealt 
with their political rights and duties, 
and with them alone.’’ He then zoes 
on to declare that ‘‘the constitution- 
al amendment has no bearing on the! 
rights of citizenship of women, but 
deals with their rights of suffrage 
only. If the statute intended to im-| 
pose the duties: of oS service upon 


1 


women it was effective for that pur- 
pose at the time of its adoption in 
172, and the effect of the statute 
is not changed by the constitutional 
1amendment reiating to suffrage. He 
adds that, in hie opinion, it was the 
intention of the legislature to fol- 
low the commonly accepted custom 
and usage in this regard. 

It seems that Attorney Genera! 
Webt rendered-substantially’. the. 
same opinion on April 25, 1912, in 
response to an inquiry from the dis- 
trict attorney of Sacramento county 
en the legal status of women with 
reference to jury duty.

In response to a question as to the | 
best lice powder ang ointment for 
poultry, we quote the following opin-| 
ions as given by two successful poul- 
trymen. 

“I do not believe that there is 
any lice powder which is so cheap 
and effective as that which you can 
make, in your own home. It is 
known as the Cornell lice powder, | 
and was invented by Mr. R, C. Lawry 
while employed in the poultry de- } 
partment of that institution. The 
powder igs made in the following 
way: Take three parts gasoline and. 
one part crude carbolic acid, as | 
weaker acids will not do.

The advant- 
age of this ointinent over powder is 
‘this: If you use powder, you only 
kill the lice on the bird at that time, 
and there are nearly always a lot of 
“nits’’ or eggs on the feathers which 
‘hatch in about ten days afterwards 
to start a aew generation of lice. 
But by using this omtment, it de- 
stroys the ‘nits’ also, and if any 
jare hatched, enough of the ointment 
remains on the feathers to kill 
them. You also run, no risk of kill- 
ing the hen by getting it on the 
vent, as with the powder. 

We render the suet and melt the 
lard. After this is cooled, but be- 
fore it becomes hardened, we pour 
in the mercury and oleate of mer- 
cury and stir and stir this mixture 
with the ordinary table fork until 
the entire mass becomes thoroughly 
mixed and turns blue. If you find it 
is going to be too stiff, add a little 
glycerine. See that it is well stir- 
red. 

We take a little of this blue oint- 
ment on the end of the finger and 
rub it well into the skin in the fluff 
just below the vent. We are not 
bothered with lice again for some 
time. To get the right proportions 
we weight all the ingredients.”
